An Editorial 


In Victoria, B.C., on the 4th December, 1933, the Pre- 
miers of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia met in solemn conclave—considered the financial 
condition of their respective provinces—and decided un- 
animously, and as a matter which has retrograded to a 
position far beyond all considerations of party politics— 
to notify Prime Minister Bennett at Ottawa that the crash 
has come. Though expressed in diplomatic words, there is 
no doubt the crash has come and no fooling. 


The notice means plainly that the provinces cannot 
take care of their unemployed; cannot pay their bond in- 
terest, and cannot undertake any public works to give em- 
ployment to their distressed work- -people. 


This is the dreadful ending of the Conservative policy 
of sky-high tariffs; dearer, scarcer money and restricted 
credit. The overseas commerce of Canada wrecked; the 
home market strangled by lack of buying power; construc- 
tion work a thing of the past; farmers’ prices all shot; and 
over all national distresses the dark shadow of the army 
of the unemployed. Politically the outlook must be no bet- 
ter to the Prime Minister than was the outlook to Napoleon 
during his retreat from Moscow. 


There is no alibi; the Conservative majority in parlia- 
ment had a free hand—their prescriptions were filled as 
written; their policies were put into force fully and with- 
out change or amendment; and the net result has been a 
dreadful misfortune in our national life.

With the enactment of the “Securities Act” of the 
Roosevelt administration, Canada is now the only remaining 
portion of the northern continent in which the ‘recapitaliza- 
tion racket” is allowed to operate unchecked. 

It isn’t a criminal racket like holding up a poor chap 
with a gun and taking his watch and chain. It’s a perfectly 
respectable and honored racket, practised by the greatest of 
the financiers, whereby you extract money from the pockets 
ot the general public without them being aware. And you 
don’t take little money, like a hold-up man. You take it at 
the rate of millions at a time. 

The financiers and investment bankers of United States 
had taken billions out of the pockets of the American public 
Lefore Roosevelt came to power. In Canada countless mil- 
ilons have been obtained in the same way, saddling whole 
industries with millions of indebtedness on which interest 
must be paid. It’s a racket that only wealthy men or men 
in control of vast amounts of depositors or policy-holders’ 
funds can take part in. But it’s a sure winner. Sometimes 
the industry dies or goes bankrupt, like the chain of ‘‘re- 
capitalized’”’ pulp and paper companies of Canada, but the 
operators get out of the game before the smash comes.

He would also 
take active steps by legislation or 
otherwise, to make credits more ac- 
cessible and to lower interest rates 
on short, intermediate and long 
term credits for livestock; such 
credits being used for the retention 
of breeding herds, the development 
and building up of feeding areas 
and tthe feeding and finishing of 
livestock for market. 


ASK REPRESENTATION 

Mr. Wright also advocated the 
representation of livestock interests 
on the banking commission, in the 
»vent of a Central Bank being estab- 
lished in Canada. Planned enlarge- 
ment of animal research work and 
experimentation to reduce tremen- 
dous losses from disease in live- 
stock which will assist in making 
production profitable by the most 
efficient practices was another point 
stressed. 

Among the points stressed by Mr 
Wright in the marketing of live- 
stock were inclusion of a stop in 
the transit rate for feeding and fat- 
tening livestock for the market; the 
revision downward of freight rates 
on domestic consumed grain used 
for feeding and fattening of Live- 
stock for market and reduction in 
rates to livestock. 

He also advocated legislative re- 
vision of the Livestock and Live- 
stock Products Acts with a view to 
reducing handling and commission 
charges and the removal of the in- 
equalities in the system of purchas- 
ing and selling livestock. It was als: 
urged that there beb carried ou! 
an investigation into the prevailing 


practices in establishing market 
prices for livestock. 
DEVELOP MARKETS 

Further development of export 


outlets in Empire and foreign coun- 
tries and consideration of the views 
of the livestock men prior to en 
actment of any proposed marketing 
act was made effective were among 
the other points stressed. 

Considerable discussion revolved 
around various phases of the indus- 
try. Addresses were given by S. G. 
Carlyle, provincial livest*ck com- 
missioner and M. Wilson of the Do- 
minion Experimental Station, La- 
combe.

NOT ONLY UTILITIES 

It isn’t only public ucilities that 
bear the burden, though these are, 
the easiest to coerce the public 
with. Every man who buys a sack 
of cement pays toll. Every person 
who buys a newspaper pays toll to 
the recapitalizers of the Newsprint 
business. It’s hard to drive a nail 
or use a brushful of paint, or soap 
your hands or dry them on a towel 
without paying tribute to the re- 
capitalizers of these businesses. 

The founder of the house of As- 
tor who used to let his cattle drink 
copiously at the water troughs be- 
fore driving them onto the weigh- 
ing scales, gave the manipulators 
of a different kind of a stock -an 
idea out of which they have made 
billions in return for nothing.

If Edmonton can secure a loan of $1,000,000 
from the Dominion at a low interest rate, pre- 
ferably a rate only large enough to cover the 
cost of issuing the money, the city can use that 
sum next summer in carrying through a pro- 
gram of construction which will give employ- 
ment at regular rates of pay to a large number 
of men—which in turn would react to stimulate 
employment in many lines of private enterprise. 

That way the unemployment problem will 
have to be attacked if it is to be attacked with 
any measure of success. The only cure for un- 
employment is employment, and as opportuni- 
ties for private employ are totally insufficient 
the alternative is to use the public credit to 
break the dead-lock and get things moving 

The city council has done right in deciding 
to apply for such a loan from the Dominion, 
other sources being closed. It will be well 
however to not attach too many strings to the 
application. The Dominion may object to loan- 
ing money for a civic house-building program, 
on the ground that this might discourage the 
investment of private funds in such under- 
takings. 

No such objection can lie against the use of 
the money in the making of public improve- 
ments, which would offer no competition to 
private enterprise, and in which case the city 
would be directly responsible for repayment of 
the Joan. 

It would be a mistake to risk having the 
loan refused because part of the proceeds were 
ear-marked for building purposes. The prospect 
of getting the money at a rate in keeping with 
present tax-paying pov is none too bright 
in any case. 


GETTING RESULTS 

Washington reports that during the six 
months from April to October $2,000,000.000 
were added to the pay envelopes in the United 
States through the stimulus given to employ- 
ment by National Recovery measures 

That is something for the opponents of the 
N.R.A. to “chew upon,” and something for 
Canada’s Government and the supporters of its 
do-nothing policy to also contemplate. 

Any policy which distributes that additional 
amount of buying power in one country in six 
months, and distributes it among those who 
must spend as they earn, is not to be brought 
into discredit at home or abroad at the present 
time by financial or political critics who have 
nothing more serious to than that the 
methods employed do not line-up with orthodox 
notions of finance and industry. 

No doubt the N.R.A. is unorthodox; it had 
to be, for the “sound” economists had no re- 
covery program to offer. t may fail; Mr. 
Roosevelt is not sure that it will succeed 
ultimately as at present framed. It introduced 
a new, and not universally welcome or con- 
vincing, way of regulating business. 

But at least the N.R.A. is getting results. And 
that it gets results is about the best thing that 
can be said at this juncture for any sort of 
public policy. The world has plenty of the 
other kind, and conditions have grown pro- 
gressively worse where they have been most 
strictly applied. 

That ten millions of people cannot make a 
living for themselves in this vast and resource 
ful Dominion of Canada is evidence very much 
te the point. The elaborate N.R.A. program 
adopted in the United States would not fit con- 
ditions in Canada, and is not needed here. But 
a recovery program suited to our circumstances 
and needs is required here as badly as it was in 
the United States, and is nowhere in sight 


say 


RE-FINANCE OR INSOLVENCY 

Proposal number three in the list which the 
western Premiers have submitted ‘to the Dom- 
inion Government asks that the federal 
authority “give careful consideration to the 
possibility of some scheme of refunding the 
whole or part of the respective provincial debts 
at lower rates of interest.” 

The relation of that question to the existing 
condition of stagnation, and its importance as 
a factor in creating and maintaining that con- 
dition, are shown in the figures of provincial 
debts. ‘The latest official figures available for 
all the provinces disclose the position at the end 
of 1930. Since that time, needless to say, pro- 
vincial debts have grown, in some cases very 
rapidly, and the interest rates chargeable 
against the debts have also moved upward 

At the end of 1930 the provinces had bonded 
indebtedness in the following amounts: Prince 
Edward Island $2,329,000; Nova Scotia $55,463,- 


480; New Brunswick $41,211,696; Quebec 
$76,735,292; Ontario $398,621,344; Manitoba 
$76,641,161; Saskatchewan $73,667,316; Alberta

$106,888,380; British Columbia $87,365,236. A 
grand total of $919,142,905. Additions during 
the last three years would bring the total up 
well above the $1,000,000,000 mark. And these 
figures include net bonded indebtedness alone. 

The still more significant fact is that in 1916 
the total of provincial bonded indebtedness was 
only $218,875.927. In fourteen years the prov- 
inces nvultiplied their debts more than four 
times over. That period included two war 
years, when high commodity prices and high 
wages gave the provinces the best opportunity 
they could expect to ever have to cut down 
their debts. Instead, the debts went steadily 
and rapidly upward. 

Of course, the provincial debts should have 
been reduced during this generally favorable 
period, But the point is they were not reduced, 
Instead, they increased four-fold. If the legis- 
latures were unable, or did not deem it prac- 
ticable, to reduce debts or even prevent them 
doubling and re-doubling in those prosperous 
years, what hope or chance is there that the 
taxpayers under present conditions can supply 
the money to meet the interest and sinking fund 
charges on this huge debt accumulation and to 
carry on the public services even on “skeleton” 
proportions? The enormous deficits which the 
provincial treasurers have to announce at the 
end of each year supply the answer, It just 
can’t be done. And, as the Premiers correctly 
observe, taxation cannot be increased. 

Unless we are to have a restoration of pros- 
perity immediately, and on a scale no one has 
ventured to predict, the debts of the provinces 
will have to be re-financed and the interest 
rates reduced drastically, or the provinces will 
be dragged into insolvency by the dead weight 
of their interest-bearing bond issues.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Some newspapermen can “take it.” 

Consider the case of Scott Thomas, editor of 
the Richmond County Journal of North Caro- 
lina. In one sense Scott can't take it, but in 
another—better let Scott tell the story in his 
own Words. On the morning of December 6, 
there appeared the following on the front page 
of the Journal, under a double column head, so 
that none might miss it: 

“Scott M. Thomas, dry co-editor of the 
Richmond County Journal, mixed South 
Carolina corn liquor and Pennsylvania beer, 
drank too much of both and landed in jail 
here a few minutes after midnight, Satur- 
day. 

“He remained incarcerated two hours, 
being bailed out by a friend at 2 am. 
Sunday. , 

“In Mayor's court, Monday, he was 
taxed with the costs, $5.85. 

“An editor who woa't put his own mis- 
fortune in print has no right to publish 
another's.” 


A couple of weeks ago W. O. McGeehan, one 
of the leading sport columnists in America, died 
at the early age of 54. For eighteen years his 
column had been a daily feature of the New 
York Herald or The Tribune, and of the 
Herald-Tribune when both papers amalgamated. 
He was managing editor of the New York 
Tribune at one time, but was too good a writer 
to be wasted on managerial work, so was pro- 
moted back to be sport columnist. In that capa- 
city he debunked professional boxing and 
wrestling and wrote some stuff that came pretty 
near to literature. His article written the day 
the news came of Lindbergh's successful solo 
flight across the Atlantic was reproduced by 
request some days afterwards as the sole item 
on a full page of the Herald-Tribune. 

Column-writing isn’t easy work, though it 
may seem so. The easier it reads the harder it is 
as a daily grind. I suppose anyone could write 
a column or two. The grind is in keeping it up 
daily, month after month and year after year, 
without vacations, often when you're sick in 
body or mind—or both. 

This is especially the case when, like MceGee- 
han’s, the daily column has a sense of direction 
to it, and can’t be filled with jokes and inane 
gossip. So it isn’t surprising that McGeehan 
was worn out at 54, though he took ate trips 
through Europe with his wife, who figured in 
his columns as “The Lady who drives for me.” 

On the day he died his column “Down the 
Line” appeared for the last time. In place of the 
usual satiric comments on sport appeared a 
column of tributes from editors and sportsmen. 
McGeehan knew he was dying but kept work- 
ing to the last, sending facetious messages to 
his colleagues, saying he couldn't afford to die 
during the depression. 

Among the list of those who sent wreaths 
and expressions of regret I failed to note the 
names of several who have very real reason 
to regret “Bill” McGeehan’s passing. One west- 
ern sport writer built up quite a reputation by 
the simple means of typing out McGeehan arti- 
cles and signing his own name to them. 


Mention of McGeehan the debunker and 
recollections of his splendid article on the first 
Atlantic flight of Lindbergh, inspires the thought 
that the U.S, papers (and not a few in Canada) 
are living in the past in their headlines of the 
Lindberghs’ leisurely flight home by way of the 
Azores and Brazil. Col. Lindbergh would be 
the last to suggest that the flight—which has 
been accomplished many times and with in- 
ferior equipment—is entitled to rank as a feat 
of aviation 

Notice drawn to the Lindbergh trip home 
has detracted attention from a much more 
hazardous and publicly important feat by an 
American flyer and explorer—the second trip 
of Commander Byrd to the Antartic. 

The Lindbergh saga is palling upon the 
public. No one will more welcome release from 
the chroniclings of hig private comings and 
goings than will the Colonel himself. 


After paying tribute tc a much-admired, and 
now, alas, bygone columnist, I can't help meanly 
making a correction in a column last week, 
from the pen of Arthur Brisbane. Arthur is 
the dean of American columnists and talks with 
the voice of God. He is a happy exception to 
the rule that columnists don't live long. 

I'd commenced to read his column with en- 


joyment. It contained a vivid description of a 
Pacific coast sunset. It’s so good I must repeat 
it: 


“The sun has been down for some time, 
blue blackness spreads over from the east. 
There is an evening star hanging high up 
in the sky, of such extreme metallic bright- 
ness, that it seems to stare at, and reproach 
you. Your impulse is to say ‘I haven't done 
anything; don’t look so hard.’ 

“There is intensity in the low-red-long 
line that spreads low across the horizon, 
that you never saw elsewhere. Nothing was 
ever like that, savage, dark-red, fighting 
against approaching blackness. 

“The smooth Pacific Ocean spreads out, 
a dark oily purple. Soon the sun will be 
rising on its other shore, seven thousand 
miles away. 

“The sky, without a cloud, shows every 
shade of blue, the long mountain range to 
the east changing from gray and green to 
black.” 

With Arthur's admiration of the scene and 
his advice to his readers to “come and sec it” 
I most heartily approve. But I can't let his 
assertion that “soon the sun will be rising on its 
other shore, seven thousand miles away” go 
unchallenged, even though none of the editors 
scem to have noted it, 

Assuming the columnist was standing in 
admiration of the western sunset at & p.m. the 
sun would be then high in heavens on the other 
side of the Pacific, seven thousand miles away. 
In fact, it would be carly afternoon there 

I suspect this isn't the first time that Arthur 
has reasoned backwards, but what the heck! 
He probably would have recalled that it was the 
Titanic disaster in which Col, Astor died, not 
the Lusitania as I made it a couple of days ago.

Low Blood Pressure 
Curable 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The normal blood pressure in the adult 
ranges between 120 and 130 and any figure 
above 140 would be considered high blood pres- 
sure while if the blood pressure falls below 110 
this means that it is too low. High blood pres- 
sure is easier to cure than low blood pressure— 
it is actually easier to re- 
duce the pressure 40 
points than it is to raise 
it 20 points. Low blood 
pressure may denote a 
serious or even danger- 
ous condition. However, 
it is entirely curable, and 
the patient notes such an 
increase in strength and 
well-being after the pres- 
sure is restored to nor- 

Dr. F. McCoy mai that he is satisfied 
that all the effort required to raise the pressure 
has been well worth while. 

Many conditions may cause low blood pres- 
sure, among them: weakness of the heart, a 
flabby, relaxed tone of the blood vessel walls, 
exhaustion of the vital powers through poison- 
ing from wrong foods or constipation, and wast- 
ing of nervous energy through destructive 
emotions, etc. 

Low blood pressure frequently precedes the 
development of serious, chronic disorders and 
should be restored to normal if discovered be- 
fore such disorders appear. It also accompan- 
ies many diseases and is commonly found in 
tuberculosis of the lungs, diabetes, anemia and 
is common with some of the acute infectious 
disorders. For example, at the time you are 
“coming down” with a cold, when your muscles 
ache and you are having chills, your blood 
pressure falls temporarily; it is also low in 
“flue” and pneumonia. In pneumonia and tuber- 
culosis, as a general rule, the lower the pres- 
sure falls, the more severe the disease, although 
this rule is not always reliable. 

Unless the patient has a doctor test the blood 
pressure he may not suspect that low blood 
pressure is the cause of his distressing and 
alarmnig symptoms, Some of the usual symp- 
toms are; headache, “that tired feeling,” inabil- 
ity to concentrate, with perhaps numbness of 
the hands and feet, or trembling or nervous 
fear. After any period of strain the patient may 
notice pains through the heart region, through 
the abdomen or in the arms or shoulders. Such 
annoying symptoms as dizziness, rapid beating 
of the heart and discomfort after eating, may 
appear. The one symptom most commonly 
found among low.blood pressure patients is an 
alarming fatigue. If you suffer from any of 
these symptoms, it would be a good plan to 
have the pressure tested, to find out if low blood 
pressure is present in your case. If so, then you 
should begin immediately to overcome this 
condition and you will find that the symptoms 
ure completely relieved once the blood pressure 
returns to normal, which is from 120 to 130. 

There exists a type of low blood pressure, 
such as that found among the Chinese, which 
is very interesting. According to our figures, 
the entire Chinese race has low blood pressure, 
with no harm to health, When the Chinese 
come to North America and adopt our ways 
of living, they gradually develop a higher pres- 
sure. Among adults of the white race, we 
occasionally find cases in which low blood 
pressure exists for a long period with the 
patient able to maintain a fair state of health, 
providing he is not placed on any strain. How- 
ever, I believe that even in these cases, the 
patient would benefit by a determined effort 
to raise the blood pressure and after it has been 
brought to normal he would find that he has 
gained in strength and vitality and has become 
able to do more and to get more out of life. 


Some general rules to follow in overcoming 
low blood pressure are to use the short fast to 
cleanse the body of accumulated poisons, to 
follow the fast with a careful diet, and to in- 
crease the strength in every way possible, Cer- 
tain physio-therapy treatments are beneficial 
and massage is often helpful. If you wish more 
complete instructions, I would advise you to 
secure my article on Low Blood Pressure.

— A Day in Canadian History —

On thi3 date, in 1837 the citi- 
zens of Toronto, already ex- 
cited over the aftermath of 
the Mackenzie rebellion, “en- 
joyed” the spectacle of the 
public execution of a murder- 
ess. Julia Murdoch had been 
for some considerable time the 
servant of Mrs. Harriet Henry. 
The mistress died suddenly, 
apparently from natural caus- 
es, and no suspicions were 
aroused until one day Julia 
was arrested while attempt- 
ing to sell some silver spoons 
which had belonged to her 
dead employer and which had 
been missed when an invent- 


ory had been taken at the 
house. The body, of the mis- 
tress was exhumed, a_ post 


mortem held, and it was prov- 
en that the woman had died 
from arsenic mixed in a fish 
stew. 

Julia at first protested any 
knowledge of how her mistress 
died, but the crown built up 
so strong a case against her 
that, when brought to trial, she 
changed her plea of “not 
guilty” to “guilty” and made a 
full and free confession in

When we read or 
are told of such conditions ex- 
isting in Russia, we are indig- 
nant, but just fancy conditions 
like this existing in our own 
country, especially at Great 
Bear Lake where 200 men and 
women are fighting to develop 
a new country, build new and 
better homes for themselves 
and bring into production new 
mines that will mean so much 
to our country. 

Personally, we have nothing 
against the police. They are 
fine fellows and I presume are 


acting accordnig to orders. 
When Superintendent Irvine 
was up at Great Bear Lake 


last summer, he was asked for 
his interpretation of the game 
laws regarding the killing of 
moose and caribou and this was 
his reply: “The laws were here 
before you came. You came 
here with your eyes open. The 
planes ure running and if you 
can't pay for your fresh meat 
and bring it in, you had better 
get out of the country.” I pre- 
sume that he, too, was acting 
under instructions from higher 
up. (Incidentally, plane rate ig 
75c per pound.) 

The Government used to pay 
# bounty of $30.00 for wolves 
up there, but this fall they took 
off the bounty and it looks as 
if they have put a $75.00 bounty 
on the pioneers instead,

import that his only self-respecting course is to refer the 
whole sad question to the voters for decision at the car- 
liest possible general election. 


On A Limb! 


No one but the voter has any right to deal with a 
fundamental crisis in the affairs of the nation; and this 
crisis is not only fundamental but acute. No half-way 
measures; no partial modifications of policy; no messages 
of faith and hope, will meet the need. The voters alone 
have the right--and it is a most urgent right—to select the 
men who must, without delay, put into force the new pol- 
icy of reconstruction of commerce, of agriculture, of con- 
structive works.—of national life itself—consequent of the 
complete final collapse of the policies forced upon the 
country by the Prime Minister and his political and finan- 
cial associates. 


Every Conservative in Canada should put human life 
above finance, should put national life above political 
party, and join in a countrywide demand on Ottawa for 
a general election. 


The situation has drifted away past the question of 
Liberal or Conservative. The necessity is for a new gov- 
ernment, entrusted by the voters with the work of recon- 
struction; as against the coming of a condition which is of 
a nature based on revenge and despair—leading on into the 
mirage-lighted horrors of class hatred. 


In the meantime, whether the idea is detested at Ot- 
tawa or not, money must be issued in quantity to feed the 
distressed this winter, until a new parliament can be elected 
and the work and policy of reconstruction put into effect 
in the spring of 1934. 


The question of what is to be done with the out- 
standing public debt must be dealt with as part of the na- 
tional reconstruction. Refunding at reduced interest 
rates would have to be compulsory to be effective. A policy 
of paying off in sinking fund secured money would be 
better for the bondholders; and infinitely better for the 
country. The new money would seek investment and 
would be one of the building-up factors of the reconstruc- 
tion. 


The day is here when all public and private interests 
coincide to impose on everyone in Canada the necessity to 
demand and get an immediate general election. Nothing 
else carries any assurance of national safety.

AVOIDING LETTUCE WASTE 

Too often when lettuce is used 

principally for the salad green 
—that is, as a bed for some salad 
|mixture—it is not eaten and 
|}means a waste of both money and 
food elements Lettuce rolls, an 
|arrangement in which the salad 
{mixture is rolled in a lettuce leaf, 
insures against this waste. Shred- 
| ded lettuce and the tiny leaves 
from the heart of head lettuce can 
be combined with other salad ma- 
terials to good advantage. This 
makes sure of some of the valu- 
jable vitamins being eaten, even 
if the bed is left untouched. 

Bright red apples, carefully 
washed and polished, make a gay 
;salad, Carefully remove the core 
j}and then cut each apple, petal 
fashion, almost to the blossom end 
| The petals must be cut narrow 
;enough to make the salad easy to 
eat. Fill the cavity with any pre- 
|ferred combination well moistened 
with salad dressing 
| An excellent substitute for fresh 
tomatoes is found in tomato jelly 
Its bright red color makes it es- 
pecially desirable for the holiday 
season. The trick of scooping out 
|the center of individual molds and 
filling the molds with extra ma- 
} terial is worth keeping in mind 
Any mixture that might be used 
for fresh tomatoes can be used for 
the filling.

Contending that returned soldiers | 
had a priority claim on the country, | 
ahead of bondholders, mortgage | 
companies and banks and strongly 
urging that all ex-servicemen's or- 
ganizations unite in pressing their} 
claims upon the government, W. R. | 
Howson, M.L.A., provincial Liberal , 
leader, in addressing a meeting of! 
the British Disabled Ex-Service- | 
men’s association on Wednesday, 
advocated establishment of a scheme 
that would care for the “burned- 
out” soldier problem for the next 
50 years at least. 

The meeting was held at the King 
Edward hotel Rose room under the 
chairmanship of Col. T. C. Sims, 
V.D, and with David Geddes act- 
ing as secretary. 

“Disabled veterans require greater 
attention than those physically fit, 
declared Mr. Howson. “And the 
greater the disability the greater 
the need for care. You should not 
consider whether you are veterans 
of the Great War or of some other 
war. All you should consider in 
this respect is that you are returned 
men, pressing for the common 
weal, 

“You must remember that the 
problem of the burned-out soldier 
is growing more acute each year 
and will be an all-important subject 
for from 30 to 50 years, after which, 
alas, those who waged war for their 
king and country will no longer be 
here to worry. 

“Remember, too, that the men who 
returned from the war as active 
young fellows of 21, are now 36

SCIENCE TOPIC 
OF ADDRESS BY 
DR. ¢. HUNTER 


Whether Science Menace: 


to Humanity Depends 
Upon Humanity 


Whether science is a menace to 
humanity depends entirely on hum- 
anity, declared Dr. G. Hunter in 
addressing the Philosophical Society 
of the University of Alberta at 
Convocation Hall on Wednesday 
evening on the subject, “Is Science 
a Menace to Humanity?” 

“Neither praise nor blame can 
be attached to science. Only man 
can assume responsibility. Science 
has conferred countless benefits 
upon mankind, if he wishes to use 
them as benefits, but there is no! 
good under heaven that cannot be 
abused instead of used,” he said, 


ALWAYS SOME LEFT 

Dr. Hunter announced that he 
did not propose to deal with meth- 
ods of human slaughter. “The ex- 
tinction of a few millions of the 
human species can never be of great 
consequence in history. There will 
always be some left to breed and 
repopulate the world. But it is 
much easier to destroy civilization,” 
he said. | 

The tragedy of war, he found, 
lay in the negation of human ideals 
There was only one way to end 
war and that was to remove the 
causes. War was a natural result of 
political and economic ideals. If 
war was to be ended political doc- 
trines must be purged of the seeds 
of war. Wars would die naturally 
when nations stopped trying to im- 


| pose their wills on other nations, 


DEPLORES CONCEPTION 

Dr. Hunter deplored the mechani- | 
cal conception of truth, which has 
grown up and which is doing great 
harm in the schools. He felt the 
words “science” and “scientific” 
generally impressed because science 
had become the modern repository 
or the superstitions and prejudices | 
of the public. 

“Mechanism has become written 
in large letters over the souls of 
men.” he said “That man is a mach- 
ine is a greater truth to must peo- 
ple today than tke obvious fact that 
the machine is a product of man’s 
mind,” 

Dr. Hunter said that the phrase 
“survival of the fitest” was one of 
the most pernicious sayings that 
had ever gotten abroad. This in its 
zoological context is relevant; in 
its human context merely the wea- 
pon of the propagagndist

Condition is Report of Doctors 


BOSTON, Dec. 14—-The Boston Record last night carried the follow- 
ing interview with Connie Smythe, manager of Toronto Maple Leafs, 
who Tuesday night tangled with the Boston Bruins with tragic result: 

“I don’t blame Shore for the accident which may cause the death of 
Bailey. He is one of the finest sportsmen I ever met. I blame the owners 
and manager of ‘the Bruins for the fighting which took place Tuesday 


“It is my opinion, however, that Shore will be ‘banished from hockcy 
for the rest of the season, If Bailey lives, he won't be able to play for us 
this séason if ever again 

“The owners have made $1,000,000 out of the Bruins in the past three 
years, but now fhéey won't spend a dime on the team. They are letting 
Shore and Tiny Thompson bear the brunt of the. game. Shore has been 
used so much that I doubt that he fully realized what he was doing when 
he knocked Bailey down last night. 

“The Garden management cannot escape blame either. In every 
other city, the runway between the rink and the players’ dressing room is 
heavily policed to prevent fans from starting a disturbance. 

“But Tuesday night the fans rushed into the runway, and I nearly 
had my clothes torn off in an attempt to get'in and see if Bailey was 
still alive. 

“If I hit anyone, it was only in self-defence. King Clancy, another one 
of my players, was kicked in the leg as he tried to make his way to the 
dressing room.” 

Neither Charles Adams, owner of, the Bruins, nor Art Ross, 
manager, would comment last night on Smythe’s statement. 


Police Make First Move 
By Questioning Eddie Shore 


BOSTON. Dec. 14—As a brain specialist acted to save the life of 
Irvin “Ace” Bailey, 31-year-old Toronto Maple Leaf hockey star last 
night, police made their first move in the case by question'ng Eddie 
Shore, Boston's robust defence star, about his part in the tragic affair 

Bailey, crashed to the ice by Shore during Tuesday night's heated 
Maple Leaf-Bruin National hockey league game at Boston Garden, suf- 
fered a fractured skull. His condition grew steadily worse Wednesday 
and a surgeon, called in for consultation late yesterday, punctured the 
player's spine, to drain off fluid that resulted from the primary cerebral 
hemorrhage 

As soon as the Leaf right wingman is fit to be moved he will be 
transferred from the Audubon to Boston City hospital to undergo an 
extremely delicate operation. His condition last night was said to be 
“critical.
